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MORE SCHOLARSHIPS 



It is comnioii kuowlodgc lliat tlie lack of suf- 
ficient money prevents many individuals from 
realizing tiioir ambitions for a better education 
than can be found in the primary schools. The 
■ cost of a modern college education is inordin- 
ately high. Tlic hc.>^l and mo.st promising stu- 
dents may be frustrated by sheer lack of finan- 
cial rosources from proceeding to further devel- 
opment in a university. jMuch vahiable inaterial 
must thus be wasted. 

The evil of this condition of affairs in 
which, speaking broadly, the poor student is 
placed -at a tremendous disadvantage when 
compared with the .student who can afford such 
an education, waS stressed recently by Sir Rob- 
ert Falconer, Principal of the University of Tb- 
ronto. In an effort to discover the causes of 
freshmen's failing to return to college on suc- 
cessful completion of their first year, he was 
able to find out that half of those who failed to 
return after the 1927 term stayed away on ac- 
count of financial reasons. He. pointed out that 
in .-jpitc of our per capita wealth in Canada, the 
time-honoured struggle to secure an education 
often mû^ in many a student finding himself 
handicapped through Jack of funds. 

This condition is not greatly minimized by 
the number of scholar.^hips and fellowships 
contributed by various persons to provide 
greater freedom for intellectual work, as in the 
first place there are relatively few such schol- 
arships, and secondly they are often won by 
students who would be proceeding to a univer- 
• sity education without such aid. 

The solution is manifestly to increase these 
scholarships and fellowships, and to f.o apply 
them that they will be utilized where most 
needed. Often a comparatively wealthy stu- 
dent relinquishes the monetary award attach- 
ing to a scholarship to the next in line if this 
will enable that person in second place to reach 
college when he or she could not otherwise have 
done .so. Tliis is an ideal worthy of greater ap- 
plication. But the main .solution lies in increas- 
ing the number of such opportunities by an in- 
crease of scholar.-hip.s. A limitation of the 
monetary award to that candidate in line of 
succession t othc winner (who, being wealthy, 
is not in need of the financial aspect of the 
scholar.ship but only of thç honour attaching 
thereto), might bring. about a fairer condition 
of affairs. 

The i;\ii effects of part-time work, or 
"working a way through college" have also 
been 'stressed iii a recent investigation which 
was held in vhe United States. The general view 
is that those students who woi-k their way 
through college are usually better students but 
investigation jjroves that working does inter- 
fere with studies, and tliat tho.se working stu- 
\ dents who do really brilliant work do so in spite 
of not because of the neces.sity which they la- 
bour under of partially or wholly making the 
own livelihood. 

Thus one of I lie way.s in which alumni who 
have the good and interest of a University at 
heart is to endow a scholarship to assist more 
unfortunate students who.se only disability lies 
in their pocket from securing their legitimate 
rights. Complaints that such scholarships re- 
sult in lo.ss of .self-respect and disdain from 
others are refuted by a study of the Carnegie 
Trust' which last year provided for 1,404 .stu- 
dents, in Scotland. 

THE UNDERGRADUATE EXCHANGE 

The es.sencc of the Exchange of Undergrad- 
fi; uates' .scliomo which is being jnit into effect 
this year by the National Federation of Cana- 
dian University Students is to allow a student 
to spend his .luiiioi- Year at another university 
than his own sharing the educational advant- 
ages of such a change, and representing his "own 
iiiiiver.sity in llic life of another; Such a stu- 
dent would return to his final year at his home 
univer;uly. These "Ambjissadors" of college 
life in Canada would benefit financially by not 
being called upon to pay-fees at thç universjty. 
which they attended during their second to last 
year. ' "■'

Having no Vital Message of whicli to relieve myself" 
this week— or rather, not being able to think up onc— \vc 
must chat of tin's and that, .skipping lightly from movies to 
talkies to vaudeville to the poor old legitimate, or what- 
havc-you ? 

So first in the list we conic to the question of movie 
censorship, debated at some length the other day by mem- 
bers of Arts 2. As conducted in this righteous Province of 
Quebec, movie censorship has proved to be a futile attempt 
to protect and improve the morals of the dear "jtepul", al- 
ternately hidicrous and pathetic, -and in but rare instances 
accomplishing its object. Granted that there arc certain 
.>^ccncs nnnccssarily .sngRcstivc and which ought never to 
li;ivc I'ccn made, yet this is no reason for changing beyond 
recognition stories read and acknowledged as classics by 
intelligent people. I^crhaps it is that movic-gocrs arc not 
intelligent. 

\\'ith the coming of the sound pictures more opporlu. 
niiios than ever are offered to the censors to display their 
workmanship. In the "sound-track" type, which lias tiie 
musical or vocal uccompaiiitnent printed on the side of the 
film, when a scene is cut out, the music is likewise removed, 
so wc .shall probably liavc an effect something like switch- 
ing hom one radio station to another. Perhaps the pro- 
ducers will make these scenes without accompaniment; they 
dont generally need much. In the othtfr type, in. which the 
music is merely on large phonograph records, nothing can 
be done except rc-rccording tlic record, wliich would involve 
rearrangement of ihc musical score, or putting in blank 
film in place of the deleted portion. If this were not done, 
the iound filni and picture would fall out of step, of course. 
An^amusing example of this (the blank film dodge) occur- 
ed a week or two in "A Woman of Affairs'. Greta Garbo 
and John Gilbert went into a long— rather unnecessarily 
long— flinch, whicn apparently bowled the censors quite 
over, so wc sec the preliminaries, and then several moments 
of .suggestive blankness, probaibly just as harmful— if not 
more .so— liian the actual scene. 

vScvi-ral glaring example of former years conic to niiiidj 
"The Scarlet Letter" in which our moral guardians marri- 
ed the two lovers to make things look right; "Anna Karc- 
nina" re-titled "I.ove" where Anna's husband is made her 
guardian or uncle or something cr/ually innocuous; 
"Variciy", the really fine German picture with l£mil Jaii- 
nings and l.ja do Putti, from which over a reel was remov- 
ed near the beginning of the picture, destroying the back- 
ground of the story; "The Merry Widow", ■ and many 
others. Just last week wc had to suffer one or two mutila- 
tions in "Sins of the Fathers"— there will no doubt be more 
next week. 

Some check upon the excesses to which the screen can 
go is certainly necessary, but why jnfliqt- some of- the in- 
anities that the Quebec Board of Censors docs upon a 
presumably intelligent people? .Apparently the Board docs 
not think Quebec people arc. 

The first talkhig picture has ai last arrived and gone, 
leaving bcliind tnany diverses opinions about it and its succc.iors, 
Tu nic it seems at present nothin;,' more than an interesting 
experiment, with tlie future of full-length all talking pic- 
tures rather doublfull ; wc shall be better able to judge their 
worth after we shall have seen a few more. In the mean- 
time, there arc one or two points worth noting. 

Tor ncwsrccl.s, short humorous subjects, and purely 
musical accompaniment to feature pictures the sound equip- 
ment has proved its worili. Even in the ncwsrccis, however, 
care must be exercised in choice of subjects. Many— in fact 
most— sounds do not record as they really sound, and Ihc 
ciicct is sometimes more of a detraction from the whole, 
rather than an aid. Producers liavc apparently spent some 
thought on a few of the "talking shorts"', with the result 
that the average one is at least acciptable. "The Night 
Court" last week, and the one about the fainily picnic, 
v.hich showed about two months ago were, really enjoyable. 

But note, in these and in the news reels, the sound part 
is an essential, to a complete whole; it is somthitig without 
wliieh the picture would have no value; it is not something 
wliich, il not tacked on as an afterthought, could at least be 
Conveyed liy other means. "Talkies", to be of any real 
superiority over silent films must have this distinguishing 
ilcment. "'riic Tf.Tror" certainly did not, and yet it was not 
entirely unsuccessful. Taken from the stage play, it rctahi- 
ed tlie closely knit ciiialities of action and scene which the 
play has had to develop through mechanical limitations of 
the stage, and the wanderings about the house involved no 
great strain on the imagination. Whether the effect will be 
satisfying in a talking picture of more varied locale remains 
to be seen. 

On the nicclianical cud of the question inucli remains to 
be done Speech is not clear, particularly the Idlers f, s, 
etc. Noise ctfeçts do not record naturally, voices all soiuid 
the same, nuisic is inclined to be "tinny" — and so on— Ihc 
objections you have probably raised yourself. It is mainly a 
matter of more money for better equipmenl, which should 
come eventually. . 

IIowcycr,'mucli the talkies inay be iiiiproved, though 
they must dcvcloite as a means of expression different 
from bolli 'llio stage aud the silent movies. They cannot be- 
come mere imitations of the siKjkcn drama, for that has the 
one big advantage which will enabfc it to meet nil ronipcti- 
lion and in time regain its proper pl.ice in the world of the 
theatre— the human presence. 



complete in its fullest tletails, the scheme will

cerned in the studies and i^rsonàl contacta 
which may be made, but also to the University 
visited in that the scheme cannot fail to lead a 
do.ser .sense of unity between the universities of 
this Dominion of Canada where the tremendous 
distances involved often have a reçfrettablè' 
tendency towards insularity.
